The Double Bigamy Case, 

That “truth is stranger than fiction” is a 
truism oflen cited, because in the ordinary 
life of a man some circumstances aye almost 
sure to come under lis observation, which, 
if read in some old book, would. be regard- 
ed as purely fabulous, emanations of an ex- 
cited imagination. For instance only to go 
back for a year or two} look at ike case of 
Palmer, the poisoner; at tlie tial of Made- 
line Smith, for the alleged murder of her 
lover and paramour; at the frauds porpe- 
trated by Sir John Dean Paul, a man bro’t 
up in the odour of sanctity ; or at the hor- 
rible crime connected with the deposition 
of human remains at Waterloo Bridge— 
All these, and many others, might be cited 
as showing that there is more of romance in 
real life than in fiction, - But perhaps all 
these cases are for the present outdone in 
cruelty and villainy by the Jatecase of dou. 
ble bigamy, as brought to light by the pa- 
rochial authorities of Lambeth. Tt is well 
worthy of a place in one of those old ro- 
mances, teeming with horrors, which our 
grandmothers loyed to pore over, Tt is true 
that in this case no blood has been shed } but 
still the vietim of this. foul conspiracy. is 
more to be pitied than if the worst of iniquity 
had been consummated by her actual death, 
The history of this case is remarkable in 
every sense of the word, It appeared that, 
some years ago, a medical student of the 
name of Wills, residing at Brixton, was 
much struck with the beauty of a young 
tndy whom he met with in an omnibus — 
He followed her home, made her acquain~ 
tance, and proposed marriage, Referred to 
her mother, at Bath, he at once went down, 
proposed, and was rejected on the ground 
that tho object of his attachment was a 
mere child, only 13 years of age. © The ac- 
quaintance appeared then to have dropped, 
and it was not until four years afterwards 
that the parties accidentally met in the eur- 
rey Gardens. » All the old passion at once 
revived, and he again proposed, and having 
obtained the consent of the mother, they 
were married, They lived very happily for 
the first \welve months, when a child was 
born; then, unfortunately, the mother was 
attacked with milk feyer, and for a time 
lost her reason, in which state she was re- 
moyed to Bethlehem Mospital, where she 
remained twelye months, Atthe end of this 
period the husband was required, by the au- 
thorties ef the hospital, to remove her, al- 
though she was not quite cured, us itis con- 
trary to the rules of the institution to retain a 
patient in her position in socictyfor a longer 
period than a year, The husband took no 
notice of this communication; but atlength 
his mother, Mrs; Wills, had her removed to 
her own house, where she was Ieindly at- 
tended to by her husband's brother, Mr. 
Fenton Wills. The poor creature, this 
while, had seen nothing of her husband or 
child, and only after repeated applications 
sho was desired to meet him, if possible, 
in the city.

The Murder Trial, 


James E. Elbridge was, on Tuesday, con- 
victed of the murder of Sarah Jane Gould, 
in Louisville, in May !ast, The Jury was 
out about seven hours, only two of the 
jurors 8 we are informed, expressing any 
hesitancy about the yerdict. Wednesd. 
morning, the prisoner was brougdt to the 
bay, and the district attorney, ‘T. V. Russell, 
Esq., moved for judgment.

A Shcrer woutn Kxow1ne.—I tried a cu- 
rious experiment witha few potatoes this sea- 
son. Twelve months since 1 saw a letter 
from a farmer, stating the great success that 
had attended an experiment the writer had 
made in the previous season. It consisted 
in inserting a pea in each potatoe set, and 
planting the potatoe set in the usual y 
The result, he stated, was a largo yield of 
peas, and a splendid crop of potatoes ; but the 
most important result was the entire freedom 
ofthe potatoes so treated from any disease, 
while all those planted iz the usual way in 
the samo fiald, were extensively deteriorated. 
I was led by this statement to try this expe- 
riment on a small scale in my own garden 
this season.
